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West accuses Syria over 3.5 million 
in need 


MH370 search pivots north 
on new plane data 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Hie Syrian government is 
denying 3.5 million civilians 
access to UN aid convoys m 
defiance of a Security Coun¬ 
cil resolution that has seen 
the crisis worsen. Western 
powers warned yesterday. 

Britain and the United 
States told the United Na¬ 
tions that Damascus bears 
overwhelming responsibility 
for denying UN relief work¬ 
ers access to an escalating 
number of people in need 
The Syrian government 
has allowed aid convoys to 
cross only one a f eight b order 
crossings identified by the 
United Nations as a priority. 
Western ambassadors said 
In February, the Security 
Council passed the first hu¬ 
manitarian resolution of the 
three-year civil war, demand¬ 
ing that the government and 


armed opposition allow aid to 
reach civilians. 

But in the first pro gress re- 
port a month on, UN human¬ 
itarian chief Valerie Amos 
said the situation had only de¬ 
teriorated and she demanded 
blanket unhindered access to 
affe ct ed p op ul ati a ns 

Only six percent of the 
p opulation living m b esieged 
are as had received assistance 
in the last month, she said. 

Since February 22, 3DD 
cases of sexual violence have 
been recorded in and around 
Damascus alone, and hun¬ 
dreds of thousands more Syr¬ 
ians had been newly dis¬ 
placed A piecemeal approach 
is ineffective and rising need 
demands unhindered access 
and a streamlined procedure. 

"Spending days and weeks 
negotiating to get one inter¬ 
agency convoy is a waste of 


valuable time," Amos said. 

The United States said the 
Syrian government had "ut¬ 
terly failed' to comply with 
the UN Security Council res¬ 
olution and remained the 
biggest obstacle to the deliv¬ 
ery of aid. 

Syrian government offi¬ 
cials use administrative snares 
to cripple UN field missions, 
repeatedly hold up convoys 
and remove medical supplies 
from convoys, US ambassa¬ 
dor Samantha Power said 

Power said 3 5 million 
people could be reached "lit¬ 
erally with the stroke of a 
pen" if the Syrian govern¬ 
ment allowed UN convoys m 
through ofiler border cross¬ 
ings. 

"It is the government 
alone that is denying the UN 
access across these check¬ 
points," she said.

Lopez's wife Lilian Tmton 
said outside the court 

The court, has until April 5 
to decide whether to put 
Lopez on trial 

He has been charged with 
arson, damage to property, in¬ 
citing the public and conspir¬ 
acy. 

A42-year-old Harvard ed¬ 
ucated economist, Lopez has 
been singled out for encour¬ 
aging street protests as a 
means to press for a change 
m government, a strategy 
known as J 'tlie exit l[ 

The student-led protests 
erupted February 4 in the 
western border city of San 
Cristobal and quickly spread 
to Caracas. 

At least 37 people have 
been killed m clashes with se¬ 
curity forces since the start a f 
the unrest, the worst chal¬ 
lenge yet to the year-aid gov¬ 
ernment. of President Nicolas 
Madura. 

Fueling the protests is pub¬ 
lic anger over a host of issues 
-- crime, inflation, shortages, 
and police repression of the 
demonstrations. 


Angelina Jolie pays respect to Srebrenica 
victims 



SREBRENICA (AFP) - 
H allywa o d st ar An - 
gelina Jolie on Friday 
paid respect to victims 
of the 1995 Srebrenica 
massacre after urging 
the international com¬ 
munity to stop the use 
of sexual violence as a 
war weapon 
Jolie was accompa¬ 
nied to the ill-fated 
town by British Foreign 
Minister William Hague, 
while on a trip to Bosnia 
At the Srebrenica memo¬ 
rial centre museum, Jolie and 
Hague met women who were 


raped during Bosnia's 1993- 
1995 war, as well as women 
whose beloved ones were 
killed in the massacre 

Dressed in black, with a 


black headscarf 
to respect cus¬ 
toms of Muslim 
women when 
they go at a 
cemetery, Jolie 
laid a wreath in 
front of a stone 
monument for 
the victims 
She then 
marched along¬ 
side a wall on 
which the names of some 
3,000 people killed in Eu¬ 
rope's worst atrocity since 
World War II were written 
Noticeably emotional and 


barely able to contain tears, 
the actress and campaigner 
did not talk to journalists 
Afer capturing Srebrenica 
on July 11, 1995, Serb forces 
executed some S, 000 Muslim 
men and boys. 

More than d,DO0 massacre 
victims, whose remains were 
found in mass graves, were 
laid to rest at a memorial 
cemetery in the town 
Earlier on Friday, Jolie and 
Hague took part at a confer¬ 
ence in the Bosnian capital 
oil sexual violencem war, or¬ 
ganised by the Balkan coun¬ 
try's defence ministry

Several couples are vying 
to make history by saying 1 
do" in the first few minutes o f 
Saturday morning, when the 
histone marriage law passed 
by p aril ament 1 ast year comes 
into force. 

Many more plan tD ex¬ 
change vows in the hours that 
follow. 

Civil partnerships have 
been legal since 3005 and 
marriage brings no new 
rights -- the ability to adopt, 
for example, was introduced 
m 2003. But campaigners de¬ 
manded full equality with 
heterosexual couples 

Gay marriage was champi¬ 
oned by Prime Minister 
David Cameron's govern¬ 
ment, and a rainbow flag will 
fly aver government offices 
in London all weekend m cel¬ 
ebration. 

Although members of 


Cameron's Conservative 
party and the established 
Church of England opposed 
the move, it has support from 
the majority of tire public 

The 1 aw l s the fin al vi eta ry 
in a long battle stretching 
back to the d e criminal isati on 
of homosexuality in England 
in 1967. 

The Church of England 
had opposed same-sex mar¬ 
riage, insisting weddings 
should only take place be¬ 
tween a man and a woman, 
and secured an exemption 
from the new law 

The House of Bishops last 
month also warned clergy 
they should not bless married 
gay couples 

B ut Archb l shop o f C ant sr- 
bury Justin Welby, the leader 
of the world's SD million An¬ 
glicans, indicated on Thurs¬ 
day that the Church would no 
longer campaign against the 
issue 

Fifteen countries have le¬

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Seing mamed makes for a 
healthy heart while being di¬ 
vorced or widowed is linked 
Id higher rates of cardiovas¬ 
cular disease, according to a 
study of 3.5 million people 
released Friday. 

"These findings certainly 
shouldn't drive people to get 
married, but it's important to 
know that decisions regard¬ 
ing who one is with, why 
and why not may have im¬ 
portant implications for vas¬ 
cular health," said lead 
author Carlos Alviar, cardiol¬ 
ogy fellow at New York Uni¬ 
versity Lang one Medical 
Center. 

People who were divorced 
had a higher likelihood of 
any vascular disease, abdom¬ 
inal aortic aneurysm, coro¬ 
nary!' artery disease and 
cerebrovascular disease when 


compared Id single people, 
according to the study. 

Widowers showed slightly 
higher odds of any vascular 
disease and coronary artery 
disease, also when compared 
to people who had never 
been married. 

Researchers were sur¬ 
prised to see that the health 
association was strongest in 
people under age 5D 

In tins group, marriage 
was linked to a 12 percent 
lower adds of any heart or 
artery disease. 

Among those aged 51 to 
60 there were seven percent 
lower odds of heart disease, 
and four percent among 
those 6 1 and older 
Since tha se involved were 
paid participants, they might 
not represent the general 
population, study authors 
noted. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
third of US children tested for 
cholesterol have borderline or 
high levels, placing them at 
higher risk of cardiovascular 
disease as adults, says a study 
out Friday. 

Researchers studied the 
medical records of nearly 
13,000 kids m Texas aged 
nine to 11 who were screened 
far cholesterol as part of a 
routine checkup. 

Of this group 4,700, or 30 
percent, had borderline or el¬ 
evated total cholesterol, said 
the study presented to the 
yearly conference of the 
American College of Cardi¬ 
ology, which is meeting this 
weekend in Washington. 

These worn some results 
show that "this is a popula¬ 
tion that needs attention and 
could potentially benefit from 
treatment," said Dr Thomas 
Seery, paediatric cardiologist 
at Texas Children's Hospital, 
assistant professor of Pedi¬ 
atrics at Baylor College of 
M edicme, and the lead inves¬ 
tigator of the study. 

Although cardiovascular 
illnesses are rare among chil¬ 
dren the presence of certain 
risk factors in the early years 
of life can increase the 
chances of developing heart 
disease as an adult 

Previous studies have 
shown that atherosclerosis, a 
hardening and narrowing of 
the arteries, can begin m 
childhood 

It is estimated that 31.9 
percent of youths aged two to 
19 are overweight or obese in 
tins country. 

Researchers conducting 
this study also found that 
boys were mare likely than 
girls to have elevated total 
cholesterol, low-density 


lipoprotein (LDL), or "bad 
cho 1 est erol, and tnglycen de s, 
while girls had lower lngh- 
density lipoprotein (HDL) or 
"good" cholesterol. 

The authors said they hope 
their findings will give more 
weight to guidelines spon¬ 
sored by the National Heart 
Lung and Blood Institute and 
issued in 2DI1 and sponsored 
by th s Amen can Academy of 
Pediatrics that call for uni¬

OTTAWA (AFP) - A new re- 
port highlighted growing 
hunger and malnutrition m 
Canada's Arctic as develop¬ 
ment snowballs and tastes 
change, and called for immedi¬ 
ate actions to stop an "emerg¬ 
ing public health crisis" 

The report found that most 
northern households are 
twice as likely — 27 percent 
versus a national average of 
12 percent — to face hunger 
or fear of starvation.

The peer-reviewed study 
for the Canadian government, 
winch is promoting economic 
development in the Arctic as 
warming opens up the region 
to shipping, mining and oil 
and gas drilling. 

However, jobs alone for 
populations that lived as 
hunter-gatherers for centuries 
won't address the problem, 
the authors concluded.

ROME (AFP) - An Italian 
official was forced Friday to 
reassure residents their water 
is safe to drink, after tests 
showed that toxic waste had 
leaked into the supply in the 
central region of Abruzzo. 

Following a senes of 
alarming reports, regional 
governor Gianni Chiodi said 
that w r ater was no longer 
poisoned" and was of" excel- 
i ent quality". 

Tests published this week 
showed toxic waste had in¬ 
fected the water supply of 
some 700,000 people in the 
Abruzzo region -- more than 
half the territory's p opulation 
-- between 2004 and 2007, 
after industrial waste buried 
for decades leaked into the 
water supply. 

Montedison, now known 
as Edison, is accused of bury¬ 
ing some 25 D,000 tonnes of 
toxic and industrial w r aste at a 
facility m Abruzzo, winch 
has been open since the 
1960s. 

Some 19 Montedison ex¬ 
ecutives are currently on trial 
as a result of the investigation 
into die leaks. 

Forest rangers and envi¬ 
ronmentalists from the WWF 
first reported finding traces of 
toxic chemicals in the water 
supply in 2007 

Tnese initial tests led to a 
broader investigation, die re¬ 
mits of which were released 
Wednesday by Italy's state 
public health institute. 

The Corners della Sera 
daily said the chemicals 
found in die water supply 
could affect the nervous sys¬ 
tem, die liver and kidneys 
and are suspected of being 
carcinogenic, although no 
cases of illnesses linked to 
the pollution have yet been 
reported. 

'"Knowing 700,000 people 
might have drunk polluted 
water for years is terrifying," 
Environment Minister Gian 
Luca Gailetti told the II Mat- 
tino daily.

Comet lander awakes from long hibernation 



PARIS (AFP) - European 
space experts said on Friday 
they had successfully 
reawakened a fridge-sized 
robot designed to make the 
first-ever spacecraft landing 
an a comet 

The 1D D -ki 1 0 gr amm e 
(2 2D-pound) Philae lander 
was revived after more than 
three years of deep space hi¬ 
bernation, m a key phase of 
a billion-dollar mission 
launched over a decade ago. 

France's National Centre 
for Space Studies (ONES), 
in Paris, said that the space¬ 
craft had re-established con¬ 
tact with Earth, and that ail 
"initial signal was received 
at 3.00 pm (1400 GMT) 
today at mission control 111 
Cologne, Germany'". 

A Twitter account set up 
for the robotic lander said. 
" My controllers say that I am 
111 quite good condition after 
39 months d£ hibernation. 

The lander is travelling 
aboard an unmanned probe 
called Rosetta which mil 
make an historic rendezvous 
w r sth Comet fi7P/Churyu- 
mav-Gerasimenko, currently 
650 million kilometres (400 
million miles) from Earth, 
tins summer 

In November, the Philae 
lander is due to descend to 
the comet, anchoring itself 
before using an array of 1G 
instruments to probe the sur¬ 


face and analyse its dusty 
ice. 

Comets follow elliptical 
orbits around the Sun, 
spewing spectacular tails of 


gas and dust as close 
brushes with the star cause 
their surface ice to evapo¬ 
rate 


the course of human history

Scientists create 'designer' chromosome 


PARIS (AFP) - Scientists have created the first 
man-made chromosome for a complex-ceiled 
organism - a feat hailed Friday as a big step 
towards acquiring the controversial ability to 
redesign plants or animals. A synthetic chro¬ 
mosome was inserted into a brewer's yeast 
cell, which functioned as normal - the key test 
of success, the international team reported 
Yeast is a closely-studied representative of 
the group of eukaryotes, organisms with com¬ 
plex cells that contain a nucleus and other 
structures enclosed within membranes. All 
plants and animals, including humans, have 
eukaryotic ceils. Chromosomes have previ¬ 
ously been synthesised for bacteria, which 
are simpler, prokaryotic organisms. Yeast is 
used to make beer, biofuel and medicines, and researchers believe it can be made to 
work more efficiently with genetic modifications. "Our research moves the needle in 
synthetic biology from theory to reality," said Jef Bo eke. director of the New York Uni¬ 
versity's Institute for Systems Genetics, who was a member of the research team.

Hid dink, 67, will bring in former internationals 
Danny Sind and Ruud van Nistelrooy as his main assis¬ 
tants. He had already indicated this month that he would 
return. Hiddink was in charge of the Dutch team that 
came fourth at the 1338 World Cup. He ended that three 
year stint shortly after the finals. Hiddink will coach the 
side until the 2016 European championships in France 
and former Sparta Rotterdam and Ajax defender Blind, 
52, will then take over until the2016 World Cup in Russia, 
the KNVB said. Former striker Van Nistelrooy, 37, played 
with clubs including Manchester United and Real Madrid. 
Hiddink is a national hero in South Korea after taking the 
national si de to fourth place at the 2002 World Cup finals 
they co-hosted. He has also coached Russia, Turkey and 
Australia and top clubs Real Madrid, PSV Eindhoven and 
Chelsea. Hiddink left the Russian club Anzhi in July 2013. 
Van Gaal, 62, had already indicated he would leave after 
the 2014 World Cup in Brazil The Netherlands were run¬ 
ners-up at the 2010 World Cup but slumped to three de¬ 
feats in as many matches at Euro 2012.

LAKELAND (AFP) - The 
Tigers inked Miguel Cabrera 
to an eight-year contract ex¬ 
tension that will keep the su¬ 
perstar slugger in Detroit 
through 2023 far a reported 
record-setting $292 million 
(212 million euros). 

"When you have a star 
player, you're much better 
trying to sign them with two 
years dh the contract rather 
than one," said Tigers presi¬ 
dent. and general manager 


Dave Dombrawski said Fri¬ 
day. 

"When you get to that one 
year away that lure of free 
agency becomes very large 
far a player. 

"Secondly, they get addi¬ 
tional pressures to test that 
market/ Dombrowski said, 
adding that he thought it was 
the "optimum time" for the 
team to lock up their star. 

The Tigers did not dis¬ 
close the financial terms of 



the deal, but multiple reports 
put the value of the extension 
at $243 million (130 million 
euros) guaranteed. 

Add m the remaining two 
years on Cabrera’s current 
contract, worth $44 million 
(3 2 million euros) and he 
would make about $292 mil¬ 
lion over the next 1G seasons 
The entire package marks 
tiie richest contract in Mag or 
League Baseball history, sur¬ 
passing the 10-year, $275 
million (2DO million euros) 
deal signed by Alex Ro- 
dngeuz after the 2D07 season 
"Since coming to Detroit, 
my family and I have been 
treated so great by the organ¬ 
ization/ Cabrera sard Friday 
"I'm thrilled that I'll con¬ 
tinue to represent the great 
city of Detroit and the amaz¬ 
ing fans for many years to 
c ome," adds d the Yen ezu el an 
who broke mtD the majors at 
age 20 in 2003 with the Mar¬ 
lins and helped the club to a 
World Senes title that season. 

Cabrera spent the next four 
seasons with the Marlins be¬ 
fore jDining the Tigers in a 
December 2007 trade 

An eight-time All-Star,, 
Cabrera put to gether back-to- 
back Most Valuable Player 
seasons to earn the big pay¬ 
day 

In 2012, Cabrera became 
the first player since Carl 
Yastrzemski in 1967 to win a 
battingTriple Crown by lead¬ 
ing the American League 
with 44 home runs, 13 9 runs- 
batted-m and a .330 batting 
average 

He captured a third straight 
batting title last season after 
hitting a career-high 34S,. 
while finishing second in the 
AL with 44 homers and 137 
RBI 

"Miguel is the most pro¬ 
lific hitter m baseball and one 
of the best players in the 
game," Dombrowski said 
"We are thrilled Miguel 
had a desire to continue his 
stellar career in Detroit and 
remain in a Tigers uniform 
for many years to came " 
Since signing his current 
eight-year contract in 20 OS, 
Cabrera has hit ,327 and av¬ 
eraged 33 homers and 123 
RBI 

His 227 homers, 737 RBI 
and 5 S3 slugging percentage 
in that span are all the best in 
baseball over that period.
